1. I am still trying to pull the data for this case. Based on the info on the Cert, only 12 

bags were tested and the estimated net weight was based only on those 12 bags. Mike chose to 
analyze 12 bags because we use a statistical mathematical equation as the lab policy. Hopefully, I will 
have more info for you in the AM. 


2 . Cert#^^^^^| This sample contained Heroin, Class A. It also contained a diluent/adulterant 
called procaine. A narco pouch specific for cocaine uses a reagent/chemical called cobalt 
thiocyanate. This pink solution will turn blue if the substance is presumptively positive for cocaine. 
Unfortunately, there are other substances that will give the same reaction with this nacro pouch, 
examples: ketamine, procaine & lidocaine. 


This sample contained Class A, Heroin. There was no cocaine present. Your positive result for the 
nacro pouch was probably due to the procaine present in the sample.

I am sending this e-mail at your request based on the conversation we had earlier today. I have 
questions about two different cases tested by your lab. The evidence and drug certs have been turned 
over to my evidence officer, Detective Kathleen Mullins and are now in the possession of the Needham 
Police Department. 


1. The first question is in r eference to C ert # ^^^^^Bthat was analyzed on 05/15/2011. The 

defendant in the case is^^^^^|and the offense is trafficking a class B substance (cocaine). On 
the certification sheet your name and signature appear second with Michael Lawler’s appearing 
before yours. Can you please clarify whether all the bags were weighed and if so what was the total 
weight? My concern is the total weight listed on the certification is 13.47 grams which would be .53 
grams short of supporting a trafficking charge. Based on the language used on the certification it 
appears that only the twelve bags tested were weighed. 


2 . My second question is in reference to Cert #^^^^^|that was analyzed on 06/02/2011. The 
defendant in the case is and the item tested was residue from a plastic bag. On the 

certification sheet your name and signature appear first with Lisa Glazer’s appearing second. The 
certification sheet indicates that the bag was found to contain Heroin. 

Based on the appearance of the residue in the bag, I used a SIRCHIE Nark cocaine ID swipe to test for 
the presence of cocaine. After performing this test I observed the swipe to turn blue indicating the 
presence of cocaine. Because of the amount of evidence (residue) I did not perform additional tests. As 
a result of this test as well as other factors, Patrick Foley was charged with possession of a class B 
substance (cocaine). Based on our conversation, I understand that it is possible that your analysis may 
show the presence of cocaine in the residue in addition to the heroin. 


Thank you again for taking the time to speak to me earlier today. I look forward to hearing from you again 
about these matters.
